An act relating to Appropriations for the fiscal years ending on the Sist day of 
December, А. D, 1908, and the 8ist day of December, А. D. 1809, 


Ве it enacted by the Council and House of Representatives of Colo-- 
rado Territory: 
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Section 1. That for the purpose of paying the current and 
contingent expenses of the fiscal years ending the thirty-first 
day of December, A. D. 1868, and the thirty-first day of De- 
cember, A. D. 1869, the following sums of money shall be and 
the same are hereby appropriated to the several funds named, 
that isto say: For the purpose of paving the expenses of the 
legislative assembly and per diem of the members, the sum of 
thirteen thousand dollars, for the purpose of paying the salary 
of territorial officers, one thousand dollars; for the purpose of 
paying the salaries of distriet attorney, four thousand eight 
hundied dollars; for territorial officers' contingent fund, one 
thousand dollars; for the purpose of paying the interest onthe: - 
military debt on warrants issued pursuant to an act of the leg- 
islative assembly, six thousand dollars; for salaries: of the 
judges of the supreme court, twelve thousand dollars: Pros- 
vided, That before payment of any salary shall be made to any 
justice of the supreme court, said justice shall certify to the 
auditor of the territory what terms of the district court have 
been held within the judicial district to which such justice i 
assigned, during the time for which payment of salary is dee 
manded, and if it shall appear that any term or terms of the 
district court have not been held during such time within suelr 
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district, as required by law, it shall be the duty of the auditor 
to deduct from the salary of such justice the sum of three 
thousand dollars for each and every term of court which has 
not been held as aforesaid, and if the amount to be deducted 
shall exceed the salary demanded, the excess shall be deducted 
from the salary of such justice, which shall thereafter accrue, 
For expenses and per diem of the commissioners to locate the 
eapitol and penitentiary of the territory of Colorado, one thou- 
sand dollars; for the purpose of paying all expenses incurred 
in calling out the Colorado militia by Governor Hunt, June 1, 
1867, fourteen hundred and sixty-two dollars and seventy-two 
cents; for newspapers ordered by the legislative assembly for 
1867, two hundred dollars ; for printing for the session of 1867, 
fifteen hundred dollars; for printing the laws in the Spanish 
language, three thousand dollars; for the payment of Juan Es- 
quibel, seventy-five dollars; for paying expense of territorial 
assay office, eight thousand dollars; for the revising of the 
statutes (E. T. Wells, Esq.) three thousand dollars; for pur- 
pose of paying Adeline McFarland, three hundred dollars. 
That the sum of two hundred dollars be appropriated to print 
the common-school law, and the sum of seventy-five dollars for 
the payment of N. Beshoar; for the purpose of paying for 
translating the governor’s message into the Spanish language, 
one hundred dollars.

That the secretary of the territory of Colorada 
be and he is hereby authorized and empowered, and it shall be 
his duty within thirty days after the adjournment of the present 
session of the legislative assembly of said territory, to adver» 
tiso for bids for the translation ғ and publication in the Spanish 
laüguage of five hundred copies of the general laws passed by 
thé legislature of said territory at its seventh session, and which 
laws and parts of laws are not already contained in the two 
volumes of the laws already printed in the Spanish language: 
Provided, That the cost of such translation and printing shall 
not exceed the sum of three thousand dollars. 

бес. 2. Said advertisement shall be published for four weeks 
in gorne newspaper printed in this territory, for the translation 
of said laws from the English language into the Spanish lam- 
guagé, and the printing and binding of five hundred copies 
thereof, the same 19 be bound in pamphlet form with paper 


covers. 

_ SEC. 8. It shall be the duty of the secretary of the territory, 
at the end of four weeks from the time said advertisement is sò 
published, to open any and all bids which may have been re- 
céived; and he shall award the contract as-aforesaid to the 
lowest responsible bidder therefor. 

Szo. 4. The secretary of the territory shall thereupon enter 
into à written contract on behalf of the territory with the per- 
son to whom the said contract is so awarded, for the faithful 
performance of the duties provided in this act. . 

SEC. 5. When the laws are published as aforesaid, it shall be 
the duty of the secretary to see that the same are distributed 
to the counties of Huerfano, Las Animas, Сов Па, Conejos and 
Saguaehe, for the use of the inhabitants thereof. l

An act to incorporate the Town of Georgetown. 


Be tt enacted by the Council and House of Representatives of Colo- 
vado Territory : ) 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. That the inhabitants of Georgetown, in Clear 
Creek county, and territory of Colorado, be and are hereby 
constituted a bedy politic and corporate, by the name and style 
of Georgetown, and by that name shall have perpetual sycees- 
sion, and sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded in all courts 
of law and equity, and may have and use a common seal, and 
alter the same at pleasure. р 

Sec. 2. АП the territory embraced within the following lim- 
its, to wit: Commencing at а point 590 feet due east (mag. 
netic) from the south-east corner of the south-east block in 
Georgetown (marked “4” on the plat), und running thence due 
north fora distance of 5000 feet; thenee due west 425 feet; 
thence due north again 6275 feet to the south and east corner 
of the town; thence due west for а distance of 2275 feet to the 
north-west corner of town; thence due south 11275 feet to the 
south-west cornet; thence due east 2700 feet, to the point of 
beginning, thus including 687 acres, 2 roods, 22 rods, 12 yards, 
and the same is hereby declared to be within the limits of 
Georgetown. 

Бес. 8. Whenever any tract adjeining Georgetown be laid off 
into town-lots and duly recorded, as may be required by law, 
the same may be annexed to and become a part of Georgetown. 

Sec. 4. The inhabitants of Georgetown, by the name and 
style aforesaid, shall have power to sue and be sued, to plead 
and be impleaded, defend and be defended, in all courts of law 
and equity, and in all actions whatsoever to purchase and re- 
ceive and hold property, both real and personal, either in or 
beyond the corporation, for burial grounds and for other риг: 
poses, for the use of the inhabitants of Georgetown. 


ARTICLE П. OF THE BOARD. 


Section 1. There shall be a board of selectmen, to consist of 
a police judge and two selectmen from each ward. 

Sec. 2. The board of selectmen shall consist of two members 
rom each ward in Georgetown, to be chosen by the qualified 
voters, for two years, and until others shall be legally qualified, 
save the first election, as hereinafter specified. 

Src. 8. No person shall be а selectman unless at the time of 
his election he shall have resided within the limits of the cor- 
poration one year immediately preceding his election, and shall 
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have the requisite qualifications to vote for members of the 
legislature, and a citizen of the United States. 

SEC. 4, If any selectman shall, after his election, remove 
from thé eorporation, his office shall be deelared vacated. The 
selectmen shall serve without compensation from the corpora- 
tion funds until there shall be five hundred inhabitants in said 
corporation. 

Snc. 5. At the first meeting of the board, the selectmen shall 
be divided into two classes. The seats of those of the first class 
shall terminate at the expiration.of the first year, and of the 
second class at the expiration of the second year, so that one 
half of the board shall be elected annually. 

SEC. 6. The board of selectmen shall judge of the qualifica- 
tions, elections and returns of their own members, and shall 
determine all contested elections under this act. 

SEC. 7. A majority of the board of selectmen shall constitute 
а quorum to do business, but a smaller number may adjourn 
from day to day, and compel the attendance of absent members 
under such penalties as may be prescribed by ordinance. 

SEC. 8. The board shall have power to determine the rules of 
its proceedings, punish 1ts members for disorderly conduct, and 
with the concurrence of two thirds of the members elected, ex- 
pel a member. і 
~ SEC. 9. Тһе board shall keep a journal of its proceedings, 
and from time to time publish the same, and the ayes and nays 
when demanded by any member present, shall be entered on 
the journal. 


SEC. 10. No selectmen shall be appointed to any office under 


the authority of the corporation, which shall have been created, 
or the emoluments of which shall have been increased during the 
time for whieh he shall have been elected. 

SEC. 11. All vacancies that shall oecur in the board of select- 
men, shall be filled by election. . 

Sec. 12. The police judge and selectmen, before entering 
upon the „duties of their offices, shall take and subscribe ап 
oath or affirmation that they will support the constitution of 
the United States, and the organic act of this territory, and that 
they will well and truly perform the duties ef their office to 
ihe best of their skill and ability. 

SEC. 18. Whenever there shall be а tie in the election of 
selectmen, the judges of election shall certify the facts to the 
police judge, who shall determine the same by lot, m such 
manner as shall be provided by ordinance. 


ARTICLE ПІ. 


SECTION 1. The chief executive office of Georgetown shall 
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be a police judge, who shall be elected by the qualified voters 
of the corporation, and hold his office for one year, and until 
his successor shall be elected and qualified. 

бес. 2. No person shall be eligible to the office of polide 
judge, who shall not have been а resident of Georgetown for 
one year next preceding his election, or who shall be under 
twenty-five years of age, or who shall not at the time of his 
election be a citizen of the United States. 2 

Ske. 8. If any police judge, during the term for which he 
shall have been elected, remove from, or shall be absent from 
the corporation for the space of three months, his office shall 
be declared vacant. ‘~ 


ARTICLE IV. OF ELECTIONS, 


Sxction 1. On the fourth Tuesday of January, A. D. 1868, 
an election shall be held in each ward of said corporation for 
one justice of the peace, to be nominated police judge for 
Georgetown, one marshal, two selectmen for each ward, and 
forever thereafter on the first Monday of April, of each year 
(except the first Monday of April, A. D. 1868), there shall be 
an election for one police judge, one marshal, two selectmen 
from each ward. The probate judge of Clear Creek county 
shall, on or before the fourth Tuesday of January, A. D. 1868, 
proceed to lay out the territory embraced within the limits -of 
said corporation of Georgetown, into two wards, and fix the 
boundaries of the same;'and shall also provide for holding the 
first election herein apportioned in the several wards of said 
corporation, shall fix the place for holding said election in said 
wards, shall appoint three persons to act as judges of elections, 
in each of said wards, who shall be sworn, and whose places 
may be filled in case they do not serve as provided by law in 
other elections. Said elections shall be held, and returns there- 
of made, and certificate, in all respects as may be provided by 
law, in elections for members of the legislature. А copy of^ 
said returns of said election shall also be delivered to the pro- 
bate judge of Clear Creek county, and he shall canvass the 
same within three days from the time they shall be received, 
and the person receiving the highest number of votes for thé 
several offices of police judge, marshal, two selectmen from 
each of said wards, shall be declared by the probate judge of 
Clear Creek county duly elected to said several offices. If two 
or more persons shall, at said election, receive the same number 
of votes for either of said offices, the probate judge shall de- 
cide the same by let. This shall only apply for the first elec- 
tion to be held on the fourth Tuesday of January, A. D. 1868, 
and forever after the first election the returns of the election 
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‘shall be made to the board of selectmen, who shall determine 
the election between them by lot, 


Sec. 2. All male inhabitants over the age of twenty-one . 


years, who are entitled to vote for members of the legislatüre, 
and who shall have been actual residents of said corporation 
ten days next preceding said election, shall be entitled to vote 
for town officers: Provided, That said voters shall vote in the 
wards in which they shall respectively reside. 


ARTICLE V. 


SECTION 1. The board of selectmen shall have power and 


authority to.levy and collect taxes for corporate purposes, upon— 


all taxable property, real, mixed and personal, except as here- 
inafter excepted, within the limits of the corporation, not ex- 
ceeding one per cent. per annum upon the assessed value there- 
of, and may enforce the payment of the same in any manner 
that may be prescribed by ordinance, not repugnant to the con- 
stitution of the United States or the organic act of this terri- 
tory. 

Хес. 2. The board of selectmen shall have power to require 
of all officers appointed or elected in pursuance of this act, 
bonds, with penalty and security for the faithful performance of 
their respective duties, as may be deemed expedient, and, also, 
to require of all officers appointed or elected, as aforesaid, to 
take such oaths or make-such affirmations as the board may 
prescribe, for the faithful performance of the duties of their 


respective offices, before entering upon the discharge of the 


same, to establish support and regulate common-schools, and to 
borrow money on the credit of the corporation: Provided, That 
no sum of money shall be borrowed at a greater interest than 
twenty pet cent. per annum, nor shall any sum or sums be bor- 
rewed as aforesaid, until after the subject shall have been sub- 
mitted to the legal voters of the corporation, for which purpose 
a specified election shall be called by the police judge, after 
giving ten days’ notice thereof, and if a majority of the legal 
voters of said corporation shall be in favor of any such loan, 
the same тау be negotiated, and not otherwise: Provided, fur- 


ther, That the annual interest on the loan effected by thecor- . 


poration shall not exceed one half the revenue annually de- 
rived from the tax levied by said corporation upon ihe real 
estate within the limits of said corporation. 

SEC, 8. То appropriate money, and to provide for the рау- 
ment of the debts and expenses of said corporation. 

Src. 4. To make regulations to prevent the introduction of 
contagious diseases within tho limits of said corporation, tó

SEC. 18. То erect market-houses, to establish markets and 
market-pluces, and to provide for the regulation thereof. 

SEC. 14. To provide all needful buildings for the use of the 
corporation. com 

SEC. 15. То provide for enclosing, improving and regulating 
all public grounds belonging to the corporation, 

SEC. 16. To license, tax and regulate auctioneers, merchants, 
pedlers, retailers, grocers, taverns, ordinaries, hawkers, brokers, 
pawn-brokers and money-changers. 

Src. 17. To license, tax and regulate hackneys, carriages, 
wagons, carts, drays, and fix the ratés to be charged for the 
conveyance of persons, and for wagonage, cartage and drayage 
of property. | 

SEC. 18. То license and regulate porters’ rates of porterage. 

SEC. 19. То license, tax and regulate theatrical and other ex- 
hibitions, shows and amusements. 


Sec. 20, To license, restrain, reguiate, prohibit and suppress 
Hppling houses, dram-shops, gambling-houses, bawdy-houses and 
other disorderly houses, and the selling and giving away any 
intoxicating or malt hquors, by any person, within the limits 
of the corporation, except duly lieensed. . 

SEC. 21. То provide for the preventien and extinguishment 
of fires, to arrange and establish fire-companies, and to regulate 
or prohibit wooden buildings in any part of the corporation. 

22, To regulate the construction of chimneys, and regu- 
late the flues thereof. 

23. То regulate the storage of gunpowder, tar, pitch, 
resin, and other combustible materials. à 

Src. 24. To regulate parapet wells and partition fences, and 
Desa eattle, hogs, horses, sheep and dogs from suani at 
arge. 

Snc. 95. То establish standard weights and measures, and to 
regulate the weights and measures to be used within the limits 
of the corporation, in all cases not otherwise provided for by 
law, and to enforce all laws affecting the same, and to determine 
and enforce the payment of fines for non-compliance or viola- 
tions of same. 

Szo. 26. To provide for the measuring and inspection of lum- 
ber and other building materials, and for the measurement of 
all kinds оҒ mechanical labor. i 

SEC. 27. To provide for nnd regulate the inspection of beef, 
pork, flour, meal and whiskey, in barrels. 


Szo. 28. To provide for the inspection and weighing of hay, 
stone-coal, the measurement of charcoal, firewood, and other 
fuel to be sold and used within the limits of the corporation. 


Sec. 29. To regulate the inspection of butter, lard and other 
provisions. 

SEC. 80. To provide for taking the number of inhabitants of 
said Corporation. 

бес. 31. To regulate the election of corporate officers, and to 
provide for removing fr»m office any person holding office 
created by ordinance, in certain cases. 

Sxo. 82. To fix the compensation of all corporate officers, and 
regulate the fees of jurors, witnesses and others for serviees 
rendered under this or any ordinance made in pursuance thereof, 

Src. 88. To regulate the police of Georgetown, to impose 
fines, forfeitures and penalties for the breach of any ordinance, 
and to provide for the recovery and appropriation of such fines’ 
and forfeitures, and the enforcement of such penalties, and all 
moneys collected by or under authority of any corporate ordi- 
nance, shall be deemed and taken to belong to said cerporation, 
and disposed of by the board of selectmen, under the ordinance 
of said corporation, for the general use and benefit of the in- 
habitants thereof. 

Sec. 84. The board of selectmen shall have exclusive pow- 
ers within the ndi Шы, of Georgetown, by ordinance to li- 
cense, suppress and restrain bilhard tables me bowling alleys.

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SEC. 36. The style of the corporate ordinances shall be, Be 
at ordained by the board of selectmen of Georgetown, . 
: Sec. 87. All ordinances of the board of selectmen, shall, 
within one month after they shall have been passed, be pub- 
lished in sóme newspaper іп the corporation, ог posted up in 
three public places within the limits of said corporation, and

SEC. 88. All ordinances of the board of seleetmen, may be 
proved by the seal of the corporation, and, when printed in: 
book-form or pamphlet-ferm, and purporting to be printed and 
published by-authority of the corporation, the same shall be 
ron, un evidence, in all courts and plaves without further 
proof. 


ARTICLE VI. THE POLICE JUDGE. 


SEC. 1. The police judge shall preside at all meetings of the 
board of selectmen, and, in cases of a tie, shall have a casting 
vote, and in no other. In cases of absence of the police judge 
at any meeting the board of selectmen shall appoint one of 
their number ав chairman, who shall preside at the meeting, but 
shallnot thereby lose-his right to vote on any question before 
the board. 

SEC. 2. The police judge or any two selectmen may call 
special meetings of the board of selectmen. 

SEC. 8. The police judge shall, at all times, be vigilant and 
active in enforcing the Jaws and ordinances for the government 
of the corporation. He shall inspect the conduct of all subor-
